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1 . The amendment filed 7/25/03 has been considered and entered. Claims 21-27 have been 
added. Claims 1-27 remain in the application. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

3. In light of the amendment filed 7/25/03, the 35 USC 102 rejection has been withdrawn. 
The following 35 USC 103 rejection has been necessitated by the amendment. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Wong et al. 
(2002/0153551) in combination with Ning (6451,667) or Lee et al (5,918,135). 

Wong et al. (2002/0153551) teaches a method of making a metal-insulator-metal 
capacitor using plate-through mask techniques. The method includes depositing an ILD layer, 
forming trenches therein by damascene process, depositing a conductive liner and a seed layer, 
covering the area for MIM with a resist and depositing a metal layer in the other trenches, 
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removing the resist, forming dielectric layer and subsequent conductive layers and finally the 
layers are planarized. The metal layers are formed by CVD, PVD plating and consist of W, Cu, 
Ti, TiW, TiN, etc. The conductive liner is TaN or Ta. (col. 2, [0029] - col. 3, [0040]) 

Wong et al. (2002/0153551) fails to teach trenches for the capacitor and the conductive 
lines being equal in dimension. 

Ning (6451,667) or Lee et al (5,918,135) both teach forming capacitors whereby 
trenches for the capacitor and conductive features are equal in dimension. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious for one skilled in the art at the time the invention 
was made to have modified Wong et al. (2002/0153551) process by incorporating trenches with 
equal dimensions as evidenced by Ning (6451,667) or Lee et al (5,918,135) with the expectation 
of similar results. 

5. Applicants arguments with respect to claims 1-27 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Applicant argued that the trenches are of different dimensions contrary to the amended 

claims. 

Ning (6451,667) or Lee et al (5,918,135) both teaches trenches similar in dimensions for 
forming capacitors and conductive features. 
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6. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
